Robert Wynne, Eſq; ſeized cf an Eſtate of Inheritarce, had Iſſue three Daughters, Am#, Mary, and Fane. 
Thomas Pindar, Eldeſt Son of Sir Peter Pindar, maried An», the Eldeſt Daughter and ole Heir to the Inheritance of 

Robert Wynne, and by her had Iſſue Paul Pindar, and 5ne Daughter, | < 

Thomas Pindar in 1687. dyed in the Life-time of his Father. 

In Fuly 1689. Az Pindar, the Widow of Thomas Pindar, byher Will named and appointed Edward Williams, Eſq; ( married 
to her Siſter Jane ) Roger Meoſtyn, and Ambroſe Thelwal, Elquires Truſtees of her Eſtate, and Guardians to her Son Sir Paul Pindar 
(then an Injant abdur Nine Years old ) for his Benefit, and conmitted the Care of him to her faid Brother Edward Williams in - 
her Life-time, and leſc the Infant in his aftual Cuſtody at her Erath in Fune 1690. 

Mr. Edward Wiltiams her Brother took care of, and providec for her Funeral, Sir Paul Pindar the Infant continuing in his 
actual Cuſtody with the conſent of the other Truſtees and Guzdians; and having Interred the Mother, he Peaceably without 
any Force or Violence brought the Infant with him from the Fineral of his Mother in the Preſeace, and with the Approbation 
of his Co-Truſtees and Guardians, to Place Ward, the late Haiſe of Wiliam Williams, Eſq; in his way to Mr. Edward Williams 
his Houſe, and within two days brought the Infant to his own Touſe, where he hath continued in good Health, and Educated 
agreeable to his Mothers Appointment, and his own Quality. 

In Michaelmas Term 1690. Mr. Weld exhibited a Bill into tl Court of Chancery againſt Mr. Edward Williams in the Name 
of Sir Pau! Pindar the Infant, naming himſelf his Prochein Am, untruly ſuggeſting that Mr. Edward Williams had by Violence 
ſeized the Infant, and detained him with an intent to diſpoſe of 1im in Marriage. | | 

Mr. Edward Williams an{wered that Bill, denying the Force ind Violence, ſetting forth his Cuſtody of the Infant and Truſt 
under his (aid Mother's Will and Appointment, ſhewing alſo tha he was Guardian in Soccage to the Infant. 

The Commiſitoners of the Great Seal in February 1690. Afiming the Juriſdiction of the Court of Wards over the Eſtate and 
Perſon of this Intant, Ordered, That Mr. Fdward Williams ſhoud Receive the Rents of the Infants Maternal Eſtate, and Mr. Charles 
Pindar ( the Infant's Uncle of the Father's {ide ) ſhould Receivethe Rents of the Infant's Paternal Eſtate. 

Soon afterwerd upon the Death of Mr. Charles Pindar, the Gmmiltioners Appointed Mr. Weld Receiver of the Infant's Paternal 
Eſtate, and Mr. Thomas Fones to be Receiver of the Infant's Mzernal Eſtate ; and other Orders were made by the Commiſſioners 
in Relation to the Perſon and Education of the Infant. | | 

Mr. Edward W:liams Humbly conceiving that the Court of Chancery had no Juriſdiction of the Perſon of the Infant, or Power 
over his Eſtate in this-Caſe: to controul the Mother's Will and Dfpoſition therein, and his Guardianſhip in Soccage, ' did in purfy- _ 
ance of the Truſt in him repoſed and Guardianſhip, take care »f the Perſon of the Infant, and of his Education. 

Mr. Weld having received the Profits of his Eſtate all this tine without Account or: Security for the Benefit of the Infant, or 
any Maintenance allowed him, though there's a Bull filed for tht purpoſe in the Iafant's Name, Mr. Weld inſiſting vpon his Pri- 
viledge. | " : 

Now the Infant drawing near the Age of Fourteen, enablinghim to chooſe a Guardian, Mr. Weld fearing he may .be com- 
pelled to Account for what he hath Received out of the Infant': Eſtate, hath cauſed this Bill to be brought to the Houle of Peers, 
Complaining that Mr. Edward Williams and” Mr. Willtam Willams by Force and Violence ſeized and carried away the latant, and 
that he hath bzen detained by them ever ſince, in order to Mary him to a Daughter of the ſaid-Edward Williams. 


All which Suggeſtions are notoriouſly untrue, 


I. It cannot be pretended that Mr. William Will;amswas concerned, or intermedled in any taking or detaining of the 
Infant, . otherwiſe than that Mr. Edward Wiilizams ad the Iofant lay at his Houſe a Night or two in their way from 
Mrs. Pindar's Funeral to Mr. Edward Williams his Jouſe. Mr.W:1/;am Williams is a ſtranger.to the Infant, and was 
ſo in Fune 1690. and hath ſo continued ever ſincewithout intermedling in any thing that concerns his Perſon, Eſtate, 
Cuſtody, or Marriage ; he hath no Power over tl Infant, neither hath he ſeen him fince he was at his Houſe in Fane 
I 692, 


1. Mr. Zdward Williams had the a&ual Care and Cuſody of the Infant's Perſon in the Life-time'of his Mother, and hath | 
\ continued ſo ever ſince, and doth Humbly infiſt upn it, that he is Entituled to the Cuſtody of his Perſon, and Man- 
agement of his Eſtate with the other Co-Truſtees, by the Appointment of his Mother's Will.” 


IT. He is alſo Entituled to the Cuſtody of the Infant1s Guardian in Soccage,having married the Infant's Mother's Siſter. 


V. The, Infant is very well pleaſed with his being urder the Management of Mr. Edward -Williams, and has been very | 
we Educated, and deſires to continue under the Care and Management of his Guardians appointed by his Mother's 
ll. 


V. There's no Ground for the Preſumption of his beirg married to Mr. Edward Williams his Daughter, it's rather to be 
ſuſpeed and feared, that the Perſon who married his own Wite without her Father's Content, and Sollicites this Bill, 
would Marry this Infant to one of his Daughters, © i: co913 get him into his Power, having already made a Marriag 
for one of his Daughters to an Infant Baroner, winyull in 2ll reſpects, except the Infancy of the Perions.
